It  is  not  the  protection  of  her 
person  in  moments  of  corporal  dan- 
4!;er  that  comprehends  the  extent  of 
tlwit  tenderness  which  is  due  to  /he 
rex  ;  it  i.s  not  the  Don  Quixotle  sal¬ 
lies  of  heated  imagination  which 
proves  the  reg'ard  they  are  so  often 
acknowiedged  to  deserve,  or  pays 
the  debt  which  nature  has  imposed 
on  man.  We  well  know  that  the 
•brc*ath  of  slander  shakes  a  woman’s 
reputation,  on  which  is  her  wliole 
depeudance  for  esteem  and  her  sole 
claim  for  respect ;  yet  with  une¬ 
qualled  illiberality  the  v/hole  sex  is 
•publickly  and  undeservedly  censur- 
5ed  by  those,  who,  to  say  the  best  of 
them,  are  mere  votaries  of  vice. 
Often  Wltien  ladies  are  present,  by 
•particulai’  invitation,  to  grace  an  as¬ 
sembly  with  their  presence,  the 
literary  exercises  of  the  day  are 
fraught  with  double  entendres  and 
ill  contrived  attempts  at  wit,  the 
subject  of  which  is  the  female  part 
of  the  coipmunity.  •  This  is  adding 
insult  toinjury  and  is  more  unmanly 
because  it  must  be  borne  unresisted.

of  HYFocRiSY.  Thus  virtiie  and 
vice  arc  eqiially  im7)!icated  and  wo* 
men  are  divided  into  two  classes, 
the  immoral  and  the  deceifnl.

Can  these  fine  sensations, 
by  nature  implanted  in  our  breasts, 
be  so  rlioaked  by  dissipation  as 
neither  to  be  felt  nor  understood  ?

Perhaps  a  man  on  the 
bed  ui  dfoe&sc,  is  as  sickly  in  kis 
mindl  an  in  his,  constitution ;  and 
being  wiliiAg  to  suppase  any  cer¬ 
tain  ^uack  mediclno,  may  favour¬ 
ably  atfect  him,  his  opinion  sooH 
chaagea  to  the  side  of  kis  incliaa* 
tion,  undlic  hazards  an  exfteriment 
It  is  foi'tuBAte  if  ko  succeeds;  but 
he  is  successful  at  the  expense  of 
great  m&imess.  But  kow  Uttk  does 
be  destfve  to  be  pitibd,  should  he 
meet  his  death  by  deriding  his 
healthy  judgment,  and  by  indulg¬ 
ing  iu3  sickly  Fcnsibility.  Some 
men,  are  so  weak  in  miiid,  as  to 
believe  the  advertisements  of  quack - 
venders  ;  hence  on  every  trivud  oc¬ 
casion  they  are  ready  to  swallow 
drugs,  which  if  not  destructive., 
could  do  them  no  good.  It  would 
be  endless  to  enumerate  the  argu¬ 
ments  wlikh  influence  mankind ; 
some  are  so  frail  as  hardly  to  admit 
the  name,  and  others  so  fugitive  a.s 
not  to  be  easily  defined.  The  most 
delusive,  are  those  which  v.tc  found¬ 
ed  on  facts  ;  it  may  appear  paradox¬ 
ical,  but  it  is  true.  Tor  every  med¬ 
icine  must  essef.tially  vary  in  its 
operation  on  difterent  constitutions 
and  diflVrent  diseases;  ii  may 
.favour  some  cases  and  prejudice 
others.  Men  in  general  cannot 
distinguish  their  own  complaints 
from  those  of  their  neighbours,  a.s 
they  often  may  vary  in  essential 
particulars,  without  being  e^idc^.(,^ 
neither  can  they  make  proper  al- 
low'ances  for  their,  diftertnee  dt 
constitution,  habits  and  mode  of 
living.  Hence  necessarily  results, 
the  egregious  absurdity  and  dan¬ 
gerous  tendency  of  using  any  quack 
'medicine  because  others  may  have 
bec|j  relieved  cr  even  cured  by  it.. 
Thtrc  is*  a  caution  to  be  obscrvecii 
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•with  respect  to  such  drugs  because  !  against  this  monster  of  empiricism 
of  their  unknown  Gomposition  ;  and  with  his  hundred'  heads,  and  he 
the  irresponsibility  of  the  inventors,  will  then  be  contincd  to  his  den.
